On  June  2,  318  graduating 
seniors  will  receive  their  di¬ 
plomas  from  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones 
at  commencement  exercises  in 
L  a  m  k  i  n  Gymnasium.  Mis¬ 
souri’s  governor  John  Dalton 
will  deliver  the  commence¬ 
ment  address. 

This  will  be  President  Jones* 
final  commencement  as  pres¬ 
ident  since  he  will  retire  June 
30.  It  will  mark  the  final  act 
in  his  career  of  educational 
service  which  began  after  his 
graduation  from  high  school  in 
1912. 

Dr,  Jones  was  a  1912  gradu¬ 
ate  of  high  school  in  Gibson 
City,  Ill.,  immediately  after 
graduating  he  began  teaching 
in  a  rural  school  at  Proctor, 
ni.  During  the  summers  of 
1913-16  he  attended  Illinois 
State  Normal  School  in  Nor¬ 
mal,  III.  In  1917  the  young 
school  teacher  married  Miss 
Mildred  Winfield. 

With  the  advent  of  World 
War  I,  Dr.  Jones  entered  the 
U.  S.  Navy  and  was  commis¬ 
sioned  an  ensign.  After  the 
war  he  accept^  the  position 
of  principal  of  the  Strawn,  Ill., 
schools.  For  four  years,  be¬ 
tween  1924  and  1927,  he  was  a 
tutor  in  education  at  Indiana 
University  and,  for  the  last 
two  years,  was  also  secretary 
to  the  director  of  the  summer 
session.  Dr.  Jones  received 
his  three  academic  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Indiana 
in  quick  succession;  BA  in 
1925,  MA  in  1926,  and  PhD  in 
1929.
